last week. 
Byrd says most of the objec- 


tives for which he had been work- 
Ing have been Included In the 
house bill. It specifies 
economy

ernment. It leaves with congress 
tho acceptance or rejection 
of 
changes proposed by the

dent. 
The manner by which congress 
accepts or rejects these changes, 
however, is the breeding ground 
for future arguments. 


Under the house bill, when the 


president would shift an agency 
from one branch of tho govern 
ment to another, his action would 
become effective in 60 days un- 
less formally voted down by both 
houses of congress.

IS GIVENAPPROVAL 


ALMOST UNANIMOUS VOTE 


OF HOUSE RECORDED IN 


FAVOR OF MEASURE 


AUSTIN, March 10-<flV-A state- 
wide soil conservation bill which, 
sponsors said, had been amended 
to endanger essential federal aid 
needed to carry out its practices, 
today received approval of the 
house of representatives by an al- 
most unanimous vote. 
A vote of 134 to 2 sped the plan 
to the senate where a similar 
proposal has been pending for 
some time but not, as yet, receiv- 
ed floor consideration. 
The highly controversal Issue 
was debated at great length two 
years ago by the legislature which 
finally passed a bill only to have 
it vetoed by Gov. James V. Allred. 
The plan, as passed 
by 
tho 
house, would permit farmers to 
organize into districts for adop- 
tion of soil conservation practices 
and elect a state board of five 
residential, land-owning farmers 
to direct the program. 
Stringent land usa regulations 
by which supervisors could re- 
quire the planting of certain crops 
and build contour furrows to re- 
tain rain water and prevent ero- 
sion could bo adopted only with 
consent of 90 per cent of the 
voters in a district. 


Amendment Adopted. 
An amendment 
which 
Bailey 
Ragsdale of Crockett, author of 
the bill, said might endanger ob- 
taining federal financial and tech- 
nical aid without which the pro- 
gram could not be 
undertaken 
was adopted by an 80 to 53 count, 
Rep. Bryan Bradbury of Abileni 
who introduced the amendment, 
said It would eliminate a recalci- 
trant farmer who opposed conser- 
vation measures and obtain a Hen 
against that farmer's homestead 
to pay for contributions he would 
make to carry out tho program 
on his agrcago . 
"I bcllevo we need soil conser- 
vation," Bradbury said, "but I'm 
afraid the mandaotry enforcement 
features in this bill are too so-

in the trial of Grover Hall 
at 2:04 o'clock Friday aft- 
ernoon and District Judge 
Wayne R. Howell announc- 
ed he would begin immedi- 
ately the 
writing of his 


charge to the jury. He in- 
timated that arguments would be- 
gin sometime Saturday. 


Lila Hogue of Dawson who lived 


In the Hall home for some time was 
the only witness during the after- 
noon. She said she was employed at 
the Hall'homa from November 1937 
to about the middle of February 
1938. 
She sajd she stayed there 
night and day and nursed Mrs. Hall. 


The witness testified she had 
heard Mr. and Mrs. Hall quarreling 
about Mrs. Akers and said Mrs. 
Hall was jealous and that she ac- 
cused her husband of dates and go- 
ing with Mrs. Akers. She said the 
defendant termed any dates, etc., 
concerning Mrs. Akers as "It's a 
damned lie." She said she heard 
the discussions five or six times 
and also that Mrs. Hall asked her 
(Miss Hogue) to follow her husband 
which she said she declined to do.

"Besides, why 
do we have to have about one- 
third of our work in this legisla- 
ture approved by Washington. I 
favor a program which farmers 
would voluntarily poln."

Hoguo said she had been married 
but was divorced prior to going to 
the Hall home. She admitted she 
ate at tho table and lived in the 
homo but denied she received any 
pay. She admitted she was reveal- 
ing relations between a man and 
his wife by telling what she heard 
while In that home. Frequent tilts 
between attorneys ensued. 
The witness said that she remain- 
ed at the Hall home for three 
weeks while she (Mrs. Hall) was 
in a hospital. Sho admitted she had 
heard gossip about Hall and Mrs. 
Akers but denied ever telling any- 
thing to Mrs. Hall about Mr. Hall. 
Judge Howell called for addition- 
al deputies with the apparent in- 
tention of clearing the courtroom 
when demonstrations and giggling 
ensued to certain questioning, etc. 
During further severe grilling by 
A. P. Mays, tho witness said she 
hadn't told what she heard to a 
living soul. Sho admitted she had 
refused to talk to Mr. Mays and 
denied telling the state attorneys 
what she knew and denied telling 
Mrs. Hall about any gossip involv- 
ing the defendant. 


While undergoing direct examina- 
tion, the witness said sho was tell- 
ing the truth and admitted she had 
ta ked to Special Prosecutor Lovott. 
Why did you He to me?" Mays 
shot at the witness. No answer. 
Friday Morning Session. 
Presentation of evidence in the 
murder trial of Grover C Hall 
charged with tho slaying of Re- 
mus M. Akers at Dawson 'last 
Christmas Eve, was believed about 
completed when court 
recessed 
Froday at noon. The state pre- 
sented rebuttal evidence early Fri- 
day morning and then the defense 
employed rebuttal and impeach- 
ment testimony and rested at the 
noon hour. 
The state attorneys 
said another witness would be pre- 
sented at the afternoon session, 
but did not indicate that would be 
the final testimony. 
The court room 
again 
was 


crowded with interested specta- 
tors but there wero not as many 
people within the court 
room 
as had been noted Wednesday 
and Thursday. 


Herb Stockard, farmer, of Daw- 


son, 
said he was with the de- 
ceased from 11 a. m. to about 4 
p. m. on the day of the shooting 
with the exception of about SO 
minutes. He denied the men were 
drinking and also denied seeing 
Buck Zeanon. 
Ho 
said 
Akert 
bought sparklers, bulbs for his 
Christmas tree lights and a tur- 
key and took them home. He 
testified that Akers advised him 
(Stockard) that his (Aker's) mat- 
rimonial troubles had been settled 
as far as he (Akers) was con- 
cerned. Cross Examination. 
On cross-examination, Stockard 
said he sat in Akers' car In the 
middle of tho main street' straight 
in front of Matthews drug store 
about an hour—from 12 to 1 p. m. 
He said that Akers didn't mention 
the name of Hall, his wife or his 
family and that he (the witness) 
had no idea why Akers told him 
his troubles were over. 
The witness said most of their 
conversation was with reference 
to commltteemen in the Co-Op 
gin concern. 
Ho said he went 
back to Vic Matthews store and 
that Akers was in front of Ben- 
nie Matthews drug store, across 
the street. Stockard said he and 
Akers met again and talked a 
while and then went to the Akers' 
car and conversed further, but 
that his troubles wore not men- 
tioned again. 
The witness said 
ho went homo and left Akers near 
the Bennlo Matthews drug store 
on the sidewalk. He later admit- 
ted under cross examination the 
.two men drank a Coca-Cola in the 
Vest domino hall during the 30 
minute interval referred to pre- 
viously. 


After the state rested, the de- 
fense 
introduced 
the 
plaintiff's 
original petition In the case 
of 
Mrs. Tenie Akers 
vs. 
Remus 
Akers, Sr. No. 20148, filed July 27, 
1938, for divorce, in which It was 
alleged that the defendant had 
attacked the plaintiff, drank to 
excess, etc. 


Wife Is Recalled. 
Mrs. Hall, wife of the defend- 
ant, was recalled by the defense, 
Mrs. Hall was examined by Rich- 
ard Mays of defense counsel and 
testified that she was 45 years 
of age and that 
Mrs. 
Remus 
Akers, widow of the slain man, 
was about the same age. 
Mrs. 
Akers was a Berry prior to her 
marriage, the witness said, and 
then she recounted that she and 
Mrs. Akers went to school togeth 
or, but under questioning by Mr. 
May;, said sho did not think her 
husband and Mrs. Akers ever 
went to sohool together. Sho tes- 
tified the Hall home was two or 
threo blocks from the 
Alters 


home, and further declared that 
it was a frequent occurrence for 
people to walk down the alley at 
the roar of tho Akors home en 
route to town from that section 
of the community. She said she 
had often walked down the alley 
to Mrs. Akers home and that It 
was nearer to the business dis- 
trict along that route. 
On Friendly Tormi, 
In testifying about the relations 
between the Hal) and Akers faml- 


the trouble, sho related that th«y 
frequently visited and were on 
friendly terms, exchanging cakes, 
vegetables, and other things. She 
said her husband underwent an 
operation before she (Mrs. Hall) 
was in a hospital and that for 
some time after the operation, ho 
was not allowed to drive a car. 
Mrs. Hall testified sho did not 
drive a car, and frequently when 
they wero going to Waco for 
treatment, sometimes Mr. Akors 
would go with them and some- 
times Mrs. Akers would accom- 
pany them and drive. 
She said 
she had sent her husband to the 
Akers home numerous times on 
errands and that Akers and Hall 
served on tho same grand jury in 
Corslcana and 
she 
understood 
they camo to and returned from 
Corslcana together. She also tes- 
tified 
that tho two men wero 


members of the government cot- 
ton committee together for a year 
or more. 
Under 
cross-cxamlnalon, 
Mrs. 
Hall denied It was possible to 
walk on a paved sidewalk from 


1 her home to the business dis- 
trict of Dawson. 
She said her 
husband had stock and feed at the 
barn of her mother's homo one 
block from the Akers residence 
and said the barn was located 
next to the alley. When question- 
ed about the status of Llla Hoguo 
who stayed at the Hall home a 
portion of November and Decem- 
ber, 1937, she said she was neith- 
er a servant nor a trained nurse. 
Buck Bennett, 
garageman 
at 
Dawson, testified that the deceas- 
ed brought his automobile to his 
place of business 
for 
repairs 
about 9:30 a. m. December 23, 
1938, and came for it about 45 
minutes before the shooting. Un- 
der cross-questioning the witness 
said the deceased's brother, Hous- 
ton Akers, and his son, both own- 
ed automobiles and that Remus 
Akers frequently used their cars. 


Thursday Afternoon. 


New angles of the 
incidents 
leading up to the trouble, 
in- 
cluding the defendant's own story 
of why he emptied his pistol in- 
to the, body of Remus Akers were 
developed at the Thursday after- 
noon session of the 
trial. Tho 
court room, aisles, balconies, and 
all vantage points and standing 
room was utilized by 
Interested 
spectators while many were un- 
abje to gain entrance Into 
the 
court room. 


Jeff Robinson, Oak Valley, was 
the first witness called by the 
defense. He said he was In Daw- 
son, Dec. 24, last year and 
saw 
Akers In Lawler's Cafe 
eating 
chill about 3:30 p. m. 


Claude Putman, employee 
of 
the State Home here, formerly 
city marshal of Dawson, said the 
defendant's reputation was good. 


Defendant's Version. 
The defendant took the 
stand 


In his own behalf. He testified 
he was 50 years old, was born 
it Pursley, was 
reared 
about 
Dawson and Purdon and was en- 
gaged In the blacksmith business 
at Dawson and Purdon for a 
number of years and later was 
engaged In farming and in 
car 
selling. He said he and the do- 
ceased had been friends and their 
families 
visited frequently. 
He 
testified Akers drank some. 
Turning his attention to the 
first trouble between 
ho 
and 
Akers, the defendant said It oc- 
curred last July. He related he 
had gone to town after 
cigar- 
ettes and met Mrs. Akers at the 
post office who advised him that 
she had something very impor- 
tant to tell him and that 
sho 
couldn't tell him there, but said 
for him (Hall) to meet her at the 
back gate at the alley at 
tho 
Akors' home. He said that Mrs. 
Akers told him after meeting at 
tho appointed place, that her hus- 
band had threatened to kill him 
(Hall) but she didn't know the 
reason for the threat. Continuing 
his narration of that meeting, the 
defendant said Akers camo In at 
a side gate and ho (Hall) stepped 
behind a blind to avoid meeting 
him or being seen. 
Personal Encounter. 


Akers and the defendant talk- 


ed, according to his testimony, 
after Akers had discovered the 
defendant's presence and he said 


that Akers struck at him a num- 
ber of times and in a scuffle, 
Akers was hurled to the ground 
and the defendant left the prem- 
ises. Ho said that Akers threat- 
ened him with death on that oc- 
casion. 


Hall related the serious opera- 
tion underwent by him and said 
that ho was still troubled and 
had not been in robust 
health 
since that time. Ho detailed tho 
reason for the operation and its 
character—due to a hemorrhage 
in tho bladder 
and 
prostrate 
trouble. He said ho weighed be- 
tween 125 and 130 pounds. 
Brother* Advised Moving. 


The defendant related that tho 
various threats against his life 
mado him uneasy, and outlined 
efforts made by his wife 
and 
others to effect a friendly settle- 
ment of tho differences between 
them. He said his brothers ad- 
vised him to move from Dawson. 
Ho said he owned threo o. four 
small farms near Dawson, and 
his mother and other relatives 
resided there. 
He corroborated 
previous evidence of n e v e r 
threatening Akera and of times 
he avoided meeting him. He tes- 
tified Akers drove by his (Hall's) 
houso looking for him. Ho said 
he knew of tho trouble between 
Akers and S. N. Georgas, and 
was told that Akers might break 
into his home, after 
him, 
and 
knew ho went armed. He said he 
may havo been in Dawson before 
Thanksgiving. 


Under 
cross-examination, Hall 
said he had always spent Christ- 
mas with his relatives; that he 
arrived about 3:30 p. m. Dec. 24, 
and drove to town and parked 
his car, but wasn't looking for 
Remus. He said ho was greeting 
friends and had walked over to 
tho drug store. Ho admitted be- 
ing armed because of his fear of 
Akers and the threats heard. 
Relating the meeting of Akers, 
he said tho slain man was with- 
in 10 or 15 feet of him when he 
(Hall) first saw him, and that 
he (Hall) backed up against the 
glass trying to elude being seen. 
Shot Because of Fear 
"His hand went into his right 
pocket, coat or trousers, and I 
feared he was going to shoot me 
and I fired tho first shot in 
front and tho second as he turn- 
ed." I was afraid I didn't 
get 
him was the reason I kept shoot- 
ing*****I knew If I wounded him. 
he'd get mo," he continued. He 
said there were 4 or 6 shells in 
the gun. He had owned tho pis- 
tol more than five years. 


Tho defendant continued 
that 
he walked into the drug store 
after putting the pistol In 
his 
pocket to see what was tho mat- 
ter with the gun and there were 
no more shells In It, he said. He 
then .walked out, got in his car, 
drove to a hardware store and 
later purchased other shells and 
loaded his gun. He said he did 
that because ho feared Akers' 
son and brothers and did not 
want to be beaten up or Injured. 
Mnde Bond That Night 
Hall said he called the sheriffs 


office In Corslcana, 
and 
later 
made bond before Judgo Vance 
and came to Corslcana the fol- 
lowing day. Ho said he had never 
been indicted in Texas or any 
other state and had never been 
arrested. He stated there 
had 
never been any Improper rela- 
tions between he and Mrs. Akers 
and there was no reason for any 
trouble. 
Under 
cross-examination, 
the 
defendant admitted under ques- 
tioning that ho and Mrs. Akors 
went to Waco once alone and 
was there several hours. He said 
he didn't know how many times 
he had gone to the Akers home 
when Mrs. Akers was there but 
her husband was absent, and said 
two or three times ho had gone 
there to carry vegetables 
or 
notes from his wife 
to 
Mrs. 
Akers. He admitted that he had 
heard 
talk 
about the 
"affair" 
with Mrs. Akors. He stated that 
ho had seen Akors at a distance 
several times. 
Didn't See Moore 
He denied waylaying Akers and 
denied that Akera was talking to 
Jack Moore when he (Hall) be- 
gan shooting at him. He 
ad- 


mitted, he "kept shooting to kill 
him" and while being vigorously 
cross-examined by Lovett 
rela- 


tive to whftt he thought tho jury 
should do, declared: "Whatever 
tho jury sees fit to do—why do 
It" 
Ho denied heatedly under 


questioning that ho took away 
Akers' wife from him and then 
took his (Akers') life. 


The defendant said ho believed 


It was necessary to kill Akers or 
be killed. 


C. O. Weaver, Dawson banker, 
said both men had good reputa- 
tions for being 
peaceful, 
law- 
abiding citizens. He said ho had 
never heard of any trouble bo- 
Lwocn Akers and Georgas, never 
had heard of Akers banking a 
poker game or procuring guns to 
settle differences. 
J. H. Farmer, Dawson, said tho 
defendant's reputation was good. 
Richard 
Hall, 
Port 
Arthur,

hoped for the weakening of the 
Soviet Union through an uncalled 
for war with Germany. 
Germany, Italy and Japan were 
called aggressors in tho "new im- 
perialist war" which he said was 
being waged 
without 
resistance 
from the non-aggressors. 
Stalin, in one of his rare address, 
es declared England, France and 
the United States had ceased to 
resist world aggression In the hope 
It would 
lead to a ruinous war 
against Soviet Russia.

Tho hope, particularly of Eng- 
land and France, the Soviet leader 
told the opening session of the 
18th Ail-Union Congress of the 
Communist party, was that a Ger- 
man or Japanese war against Rus- 
sia would weaken and exhaust the 
combatants whereupon the demo- 
cracies would step In to dictate 
peace. 
Only this and an accompanying 
\ fear that another world war would 
v lead to a victorious revolution In 
other countries, like that which

Stalin argued that the peace of 
Munich was a part of a scheme for

ask congress to extend the debt 
limit from $45,000,000,000 to $50,- 
000,000,000" if tho legislators ap- 
prove the expenditures proposed 
in President Roosevelt's 
budget 
estimates. 


Other 
senators, asking 
that 
an administration supporter, com- 
mented today, however, that 
he 
saw no necessity of Increasing the 
limitation this session If It would 
suffice until next year. 


Other 
sonatorfs, 
asking that 
their names be withheld, said they 
were confident the administration 
would not ask the Increase. 
They said any raising of the 


limit now undoubtedly would- tend 
to disturb business confidence. 
In addition, some cpngresslonal 
Democrats expressed apprehension 
that it might be dangerous politi- 
cally to effect the increase. 
Treasury estimates have placed 


the probable debt on June 30, 1934 
at $44,400,000,000—within $600,000,- 
000 of tho limit. 


Some Democrats said they were 


hopeful that business would pick 
up sufficiently to Increase expect- 
ed tax- collections and make It un 
necessary to bring up the Issue 
either this year or .next.

WASHINGTON, March 13.—( 


—The -Supreme Court agreed to- 
day to review a decision quash- 
ing an Indictment against three 
Texans charged with conspiracy 
to violate 
the 
Connally act of 


1935 
which prohibits the Inter- 
state shipment 
of 
oil produced 


In violation* of state conservation 
laws. 


The men were 
charged 
with 


transporting contraband of "hot" 
oil from the Conroe field, Mont- 
gomery county, Texas, to Marcus 
Hook, Pa. They are H. E. Hines, 
Neal Powers and Renne Allred. 


The government appealed from 


the Southern Texas Federal Dis- 
trict Court which dismissed the 
case. 


The Connally act was to have 
expired June 16, 1938, but con- 
gress extended its application to 
June 30, 1939. The district court 
found that as the first Connally 
act 
"but its 
own terms ex- 


pired June 
16, 1937" and that 


there was no provision in the 
second act to "preserve the right 
to prosecute violations 
of 
the 
first act." 
Th* government contended that 
where a statute is amended by 
substantially 
reenacting it," the 


first offense may be prosecuted. 


Bitter Pill for Texas. 


AUSTIN, March 13.—(/P)—Decis- 


ion of the United States Supreme 
Court today in the E. H. R. Green 
inheritance tax case was a bitter 
pill for Texas but far from sur- 
prising.
